Continuation of 11. Regarding the Rejection under 112, Applicant argues that "no ordering is stated or implied" (page 8). However, in 
claim 1, two portions are defined before a first defined portion is selected and this first defined portion is selected before it is compressed 
and so on. Also, claims 3 and 5 depend on claim 2 which depends on claim 1 , therefore claims 3 and 5 include all the limitations of claims 
1 and 2. 

Regarding the rejections under 103, Applicant argues that Storisteneau is not prior art by invoking 103(c) (page 9). However, the 
Storisteneau patent was filed on September 16, 1999 and was issued on September 14, 2004, therefore the mere invocation of 103(c) 
does not disqualify it as prior art, see MPEP 706.02(1), particularly the section on For Applications Filed Prior to November 29, 1999 and 
Granted as Patents Prior to December 1 0, 2004. 
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
